1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-13 and 1 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Re claim 1, line 12: Substitute "it passes" with -said paper currency passes--, 
Re claim12, line 2: Substitute "its circumference" with -said disk circumference--, 
Re claim 15, line 3: Substitute "it passes" with -said paper currency passes-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213. 

A shortened statutory period for reply to this action is set to expire TWO

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

May (US 5,760,380) teaches a self-service terminal comprising a shutter 
mechanism for protecting an unauthorized access tot the card read/writer by rotating the

shutter member, and Caldwell (US 4,754,126) discloses a night depository system 
comprising a rotatable drum for opening/closing the receptacle for receiving items. But, 
May and Caldwell taken alone or combination, fails to specifically teach or fairly suggest 
that the device for accepting paper currency and transporting accepted paper currency 
comprises a ratable disk having a slot and a motor for rotating the disk wherein the axis 
of the rotation of the disk is parallel to direction of movement of the paper currency 
when the paper currency passes through the slot of the disk, the electronic controls for 
causing the disk for rotate in response to the paper currency entering the paper 
currency stacker and for monitoring the position of the disk wherein the anti-tether 
system is located between he paper currency acceptor and the paper currency stacker 
in which the presence of a tether attached to a paper currency impedes rotation of the 
disk and the electronic controls detect the rotation of the disk being impeded by the 
tether as set forth in the claims.
